In five or 
ſix Days the Wound diſcharged ſo 
many Quarts of a lixive, ganger 
Lymph : When the Mortification 
was ſtopt and a Separation made 
one might turn his Hand in the 
Wound quite to the Peritoneum in 
ſight. Now the mortal Symptoms 
began to remit : In leſs than five 
Weeks the Wound was ſicatrized. 
You willagree that theCure depend- 
ed on proper Internals; had there 
been a Defect in the Dreſſings he 
muſt have periſhed, ſo he would 
had I fatigued him with Pain.

rior Part of the Aſpira Arteria 
linking to the flexible Part of the 
Anular Cartilages.

R OM the Obſervation which 1 
have made on many Peoples 
Arms, and the great Accidents 
which happen often, it is evident 
that the Danger in Bleeding 1s lit- 
tle underſtood, few know how to 
ſhun it. You ſhall learn to Bleed 

eaſy, and be made abſolutely ſafe 
in all Caſes. | 


Was the Uſe of the Curve-Ca- 
theter generally known, and prac: 
tiſed it would in a great Meaſure 
{et aſide the cruel Operation of Cut- 
ting for the Stone. Having Re- 
courſe to this Inſtrument, few 
would expoſe to ſo doubtful an 
Event. : 


THE 
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TH E Reverend Mr John Rich- 
ardſon, Preceptor to Baptiſt Noel 
Earl of Gamsborough, was for ma- 
ny Years almoſt inceſſantly tor- 
mented with a Suppreſſion of 
Urine, and Strangury from a Stone 
in the Bladder. Sometimes he has 
ſtaggered about the Room with con- 
vulſive Pain. 


T E firſt time that I introducted 
my Curve-Catheter he urined 
through this Inſtrument, and the 
Pain did remit.

HO w many are tormented 
with a Suppreſſion of Urine, and 
Strangury from drinking Stale 
Beer, or prickt Wine, ſometimes 
an Obſtruction happens from an 
Excreſcence in the Neck of the 
Bladder, or in the Urethra. In 
all which Caſes the afflicted may 
expect Relief from my Catbeter. 


I glide this Inſtrument under 
the Pubis into the Bladder, with 
either Hand from above-below, 
or below-above, without Pain, or 
Blood even in fencing with the 
Stone, if the Paſſage be not al- 
ready excoriated. With this Inſtru- 


ment 
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ment we puſh the Stone twice with 
the Curve, the Conoex and the 
Concave Part having as it were a 
greater hold, this gives a better 
Chance to turn the Stone than 
when they ſtrike with the Point 
of the Strait-Catheter. Now the 
Stone returns on the ragged Side 
to keep up the Pain, and Provoca- 
tion.
